Venice Asks U. S. 
To Reconsider 
Depot Closing 


A resolution calling upon fed- 
eral officials to reconsider their 
order to shut down operation of 
the Granite City Army Depot 
by June 30, 1971, was adopted 
Friday night by the Venice city 
council, which pointed out that 
the closing will result in a 
“major impact upon the econ- 
omy of the area.” 

The resolution was approvec 
at the suggestion of Mayor John 
E. Lee, who said copies of the 
document will be sent to U.S 
Senators Ralph T. Smith and 
Charles H. Percy, Cong. Melvin 
Price of East St. Louis and the 
Tri-Cities Chamber of Com- 
merce 

The council's action, taken at 
a regular meeting, urged that 
as an alternative, in the event 
the shutdown cannot be avert- 
ed, the physical facilities of the 
Army Depot be made available 

ich a manner that they ben- 
efit the greatest number of per- 
sons in the area. 

Closing of the Depot has been 
ordered by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Defense in line with 
cutbacks in military expendi- 
tures, 

Text of Resolution 

The resolution said 

“Whereas, the Department of 
Defense has announced its in- 
tention of shutting down the 
Granite City Army Depot by 
June 30, 1971, and 

“Whereas, the closing of said 
installation will cause a major 
impact upon the economy of the 
area by loss of employment 
and other related factors, now 
therefor be it resolved by the 
City Council of Venice 

“That the prop governmen 
officials and elected officials 
concerned with the operation 
of the Granite City Army Depo 
be called upon to exercise all 
efforts possible to prevent the 
closing of the aforesaid facility 
if at all possible 

“And in the alternative, if 
the closing ofthe Granite City 
Army Depot cannot be averted, 
then the physical plant be di 
posed of and made available 
for local public use to an

The true bills contained eight

According to 
levee district records, the dis- 
trict paid nearly $50,000 in legal 
fees in 1969 with $34,661 of the 
amount going to Sprague.

Granite City council members 
decided Thursday night to re- 
place the Lynch avenue sani- 
lary sewer line rather than 
have the Corps of Engineers 
make spot repairs. 

The decision was reached dur: 
ing a special session to beat a 
deadline today on award of 
the repair contract. It was ex- 
plained that $168,000 federal 
funds would be available and 
that up to $167,000 could be 
taken from the preciously “un- 
touchable” Nameoki area sewer 
lines reserve fund 

Cost of the replacement job, 
which could include up to 2500 
feet of sewer line, nine man- 
holes and a lift station, was es- 
timated at $275,000 to $285,000. 

; Another Deadline 

Alderman Moerlien, chairman 
of the Finance committee, said 
the city also is faced with an 
Aug. 28 deadline to complete 
the replacement job, or the 
federal Office of Emergency 
Preparedness will withdraw its 
funds and call for reimburse- 
ment of any funds advanced 
during the progress of the new 
construction. 

Because of the August dead- 


line, council members, by a 
voice vote, authorized the may 
or, city attorney, city engineer, 
Finance committee and city 
treasurer to meet with A. H 
Seebold Co., local contractor, 
to determine if the cost-plus 
proposal submitted last Novem 
ber could be negotiated 

Several aldermen said they 
preferred a new, firm bid, but 
Alderman Nonn, who was pre- 
siding at the special session in 
the absence of Mayor Partney, 
repeatedly stressed, “Time is of 
the essence. 
negotiate this old bid to speed 
up the proceedings.” 

“Taking A Gamble” 

Mayor Partney told the Press- 
Record Friday that he had ad- 
ised the Office of Emergenc 
Preparedness of the council 
change in plans on the sewer 
repairs.

He added that by use of city 
street employees on the pumps, 
the cust of pumping sewage 
could be reduced from $2500 a 
week to $2500 a month. An add- 
ed savings factor would be call- 
ing upon Illinois Power Co. to 
shore its high tensions poles 
along the sewer easement rath- 
er than have it done under the 
replacement contract. 

Under the replacement pro- 
posal, the engineer explained, 
the present 10-inch sewer line 
which is 15 feet underground, 
would be replaced with a larger 
12-inch line that would be nine 
to 10 feet down. This would 
still be below the floor level of 
most basements and would keep 
down the city cost of individual

Two opposing Democratic 
factions competing for political 
supremacy in Nameoki town- 
ship contended today they had 
elected the chairman and secre- 
tary of the township Dema- 
cratic comittee in an organi- 
zation meeting yesterday in 
which the two groups recog- 
nized separate systems of 
voting, 

The contest for officer con- 
trol of the committee lies be- 
tween the comparatively new 
“town board" Democratic fac- 
tion and the old-line organiza- 
tion group headed by Supervisor 
Harry Briggs.

$199,061 in Reserve 

The latest financial report on 
the Nameoki area sewer fund 
showed a balance of $199,061 in 
the reserve fund account, with 
$194,000 in certificates of de- 
posit. Treasurer Rich said $167,- 
000 in the certificates become 
due in the next two months. 

Rich pointed: out the city has 
been using funds from other 
Nameoki area sewer accounts 
and that a recommendation had 
been made to take $34,000 from 
the reserve fund to repay the 
city’s general fund for engineer- 
ing costs.

Enrollment at the college to- 
talled 787 last fall, with 700 stu- 
dents in degree programs lead- 
ing to the bachelor of scien 
in aerospace engineering, the 
bachelor of science in aeronau- 
tics and a two-year assovinte 
in science degree 

The college is accredited by 
the North Central Association of 
Colleges and is recognized by 
the Veterans Administration 

The faculty includes 54 full- 
time and four part-time in- 
structors 

Parks College was founded as 

instruction school by 
Parks on August 1, 

927, at St. Louis Municipal Air- 
port. In April 1928, it wa 
moved to the Cahokia site. 

On Oct. 1946, Parks Col- 
lege became a part of St. Louis 
U., largely as a gift of its 
founde: Parks was the first

New College Created Architects Named for 
SIU-SW Dental School 


At Carbondale Campus 


A new College of Communica- 
tions and Fine Arts for the 
Southern Illinois University- 
Carbondale campus was ap- 
proved Friday by the SIU Board 
of trustees, meeting in the In- 
ternational Conference Room at 
the SIU-SW University Center. 

The reorganization proposed 
by Chancellor Robert W. Mac- 
Vicar combines the present 
College of Communications and 
the School of Fine Arts. A sim- 
ilar alignment of departments 
under the title, Division of Fine 
Arts, “has worked extremely 
well at the SIU-SW campus the 
past six years,” Dr. MacVicar 
commented. 

The chancellor said the mer- 
ger is a step forward, adding 
that the faculties of the depart- 
ments involved ‘‘are to be com- 
plimented for relinquishing 
some degree of autonomy by 
the consolidation.” He noted 
that SIU “pioneered a school of 
Communications when the pro- 
gram was established 20 years 
ago and while the original ap- 
proach was not traditional, it 
was a very good one.” 

MacVicar said the significant 
relationship between the com- 
bined -units has long been rec- 
ognized. He pointed out that 
theatre, photography and cina- 
tography now in Communica- 
tions are closely related to 
areas in Fine Arts, while units 
within Fine Arts are handicap- 
ped by jursdictional and admin- 
istrative barriers which ham- 
per full cooperation with units 
in Communications. 

Because of their size and the 
scope of their programs, the 
present departments of Journ- 
alism, Art and Music will be 
designed as “schools” in the 
new college. Other units includ- 
ed are the departments of Pho- 
tography and Cinematography, 
Radio-Television, Speech Path- 
ology and Audiology and The- 
atre. 

Dean of the new college will 
be C. Horton Talley, now dean 
of the College of Communica- 
tions. He came to SIU as chair- 
man of the speech department 
in 1948 and was named dean in 
1955. 

MacVicar explained that Bur- 
nett Shryock, dean of Fine Arts 
at Carbondale since 1955, is on 
leave and has asked to be re- 
lieved of administrative respon- 
sibilities following a serious 
auto accident in which he and 
his wife were injured. 

The only unit not affected 
under the merger is the De- 
partment of Design, which will 
be independent, temporarily, 
with expectation that it will be 
affiliated with another new 
academic unit now in the for- 
mation process.

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Southern Illinois University 
trustees at a board meeting 
Friday at the University-South- 
western campus named Smith, 
Hinchman and Grylls Associ- 
ates, Inc., as architects for the 
SIU-SW School of Dental Medi- 
cine. 

The firm's work will include 
production of plans for remod- 
eling facilities at the Alton cen- 
ter and consideration of long- 
range plans for new facilities 
on the SIU-SW campus. 

Selection of the architectural 
and engineering firm was based 
on recommendations of design 
consultants for the Southwest- 
ern campus, University Archi- 
tect Charles Pulley, SIU-SW 
Chancellor John S, Rendleman 
and Dr, Frank Sobkowski, dean 
of the Schoo of Dental Medi- 
cine. 

Extensive Experience 

The architectural firm’s ex- 
perience in planning and de- 
signing dental and medical 
facilities is extensive, the board 
was advised. Its past projects 
include the School of Dentistry 
at the University of Iowa and 
dental schools at Dalhousie Uni- 
versity, Halifax, Nova ~Scotia, 
University of Louisville, Uni- 
versity of Colorado and Uni- 
versity of Michigan, 

Medically related facilities 
planned by the firm include 
projects at the Air Force Aero- 
space Medical Division, San 
Antonio, Tex., Detroit Memorial 
Hospital, Space Administration 
Manned Spacecraft Center in 
Texas, Michigan State Univers- 
ity, the University of Saigon and 
Yonsei University in Seoul, 
Korea. 

A recommendation by Dr. 
Delyte Morris for employment 
of Smith, Hinchman & Grylls to 
handle the programming, 
master planning and complete 
architectural services for de- 
velopment of the new dental 
school was previously tabled to 
enable the trustees to review 
procedures in selecting engi- 
neers and architects for uni- 
versity projects. 

Methods Challenged 

Despite approval of the firm, 
Friday, criticism was voiced 
by two board members, Dr. 
Martin Van Brown and Eugene 
T. Simonds, both of Carbondale, 
on current ‘methods of choosing 
planning firms and architects. 

A Board of Architectural Con- 
sultation, composed of the 
deans of departments of archi- 
tecture at Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, Yale Uni- 
versity and Washington Uni- 
versity, St. Louis, was author- 
ized to serve in an advisory 
capacity to SIU administrators 
in November 1966, a practice 
that Is still followed, Dr, Morris 
explained. 

Dr. Brown commented, 
“Maybe it is about time we 
brought in some people from 
the Urbana area... more Mid- 
west-oriented."’ Trustees agreed 
to a suggestion by Simonds on 
formation of a study group, con- 
sisting of university personnel 
‘and a board representative, to 
explore means of updating and 
upgrading present procedures. 

Noting that a major source 
of new dentists shortly will be 
eliminated with closing of the

St. Louis University School of 
Dentistry, SIU-SW Chancellor 
Rendleman said speed is essen- 
tial in preparing the Alton cen- 
ter to accept dental students by 
the 1971 fall semester. 

He said remodeling of Shurt- 
leff College, part of the Alton 
facility, will be the initial step, 
with construction of a dental 
school buildng at the main SIU= 
SW campus later. 

The chancellor noted that 
junior and senior dental stu- 
dents complete final require- 
ments through practical work 
on patients. This part of the 
dental instruction program can 
be accomplished at dispersed 
clinical centers in various area 
communities, he explained. 

National Delegate 

Dr. Brown was named to rep- 
resent the board as a delegate 
to the Association of Governing 
Boards of Universities and Col- 
leges, to meet in San Francisco 
April 19-20. 

In other action, the trustees 
approved appointment of Arthur 
M. Hale, personnel director at 
SIU-SW, and Frank Hartman 
of the Carbondale campus as 
employer's representatives to 
the State University Civil Serv- 
ice System Merit Board. Board 
members declined, to authorize 
Dr. Morris to designate future 
appointees to the same campus 
posts. 

Updated with minor changes 
was a lease agreement between 
the Southern Airport Authority 
and SIU, which operates the air- 
port, located between Carbon- 
dale and Murphysboro.

Not Dictate, Speaker Says 


Illinois’ newly created De- 
partment of Local Govern- 
mental Affairs will aid com- 
munities which come to the de- 
partment for help but will not 
put itself in the position of tell- 
ing cities what to do, Robert 
Lenhausen, recently appointed 
director of the department, said 
Thursday night. 

Addressing a regular quarter

Lenhausen told the meeting

“Under the Illinois Constitu- 
tion, the state has no responsi- 
bility for cities and villages, but 
there are those of us who think 
it should,” Lenhausen said.

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MacVicar Reviews 6 Years At SIU, SIU-SW Campuses 


(This article was written 
by Pete Brown of the South- 
ern Illinois University News 
Services staff and is the 
first of a series.) 


The birth and growth of the 
Southern Illinois University- 
Southwestern campus is cited 
by Carbondale Chancellor Rob- 
ert MacVicar as the most im- 
portant thing that’s happened 
at SIU since he has been asso- 
ciated with it. 

After six years at SIU, Mac- 
Vicar will leave July 1 to be- 
come president of Oregon State 
University. He served first as 
vice president for academic af- 
fairs, then as chancellor of SIU 
at Carbondale when that post 
was created in 1968. 

During his days as academic 
vice president for both cam- 
puses, MacVicar was a regular 
commuter between Carbondale 
and his Edwardsville office 100 
miles away 

“LT invested a lot of time and 
effort in the Edwardsville de- 
velopment, and retrospectively 
I have very warm feelings 
about it," MacVicar said 

“It was a. striking thing—a 
whole new campus on a new 
site—to see it grow from 5000 
to over 12,000 students. Clearly 
it is the most remarkable thing 
that's occurred to SIU in the 
past five or six years.”” 

MacVicar, who was_instru- 
mental in knitting together the 
Edwardsville administra tive 
structure and academic pro- 
gram, says he may have 
caused unhappiness by not 
pushing graduate studies faster 
at the new campus. 

“But I hope they feel now 
that the timing was right: that 
we waited just long enough and 
not too long to sta duate 
studies in the libe sand 
sciences." In Ma 


Why AMIBEN is 
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year, Southwestern offered only 
a master's degree in education 
at the post-graduate level. It’s 
possible now to get a master’s 
in 25 approved programs 
throughout six academic divi- 
sions. 

MacVicar said the “One Uni- 
versity” concept that prevailed 
before creation of. chancellor's 
positions for the two campuses 
was good for Southwestern, 
even though it was hard on 
commuting administrators. 

‘dwardsville got the bene- 
fit of central administration 
competence and knowledge that 
they couldn't have acquired if 
they'd tried to evolve independ- 
ently. But after some time on 
the job, I did become convinced 
that the length of time such an 
arrangement could work was 
limited by several factors 

“Edwardsville and Carbon- 
dale are really different institu- 
tions; their missions are differ- 
ent; the student bodies are 
quite different; the faculty and 
attiudes are different. You had 
to keep changing your own at- 
titudes as an administrator. 
However, [ make no bones 
about the feeling that 1 enjoyed 
it and I think the results of ad- 
ministration in academic affairs 
will be positive and beneficial 
over the long range.” 

Almost as striking, said Mac- 
Vicar, has been the improve- 
ment in the quality of students 
and faculty at Carbondale, dur- 

1 explosive growth period. 

“since I've been here, SIU 
grew from 13,000 to 23,000 stu- 
dents. As this was happening, 
the University was maturing 
very rapidly. It was drawing 
not only more students, but bet- 
ter ones: not only more faculty, 
but faculty of higher quality. It 
was much by

level.”” 

MacVicar said that many of 
the persons appointed in 1965 
and 1966 “are now maturing 
into scholars and teachers of 
real promise.” 7-1 = 

The most talked-about accom- 
plishment of MacVicar’s six 
years was the founding of a 
School of Medicine at Carbon- 
dale. The state Board of Higher 
Education, which had been con- 
sidering a second state-support- 
ed medical program, gave the 
nod to SIU after MacVicar pre- 
sented his so-called ‘‘School 
Without Walls” concept. Heart 
of the proposal was a plan 
which would utilize existing hos- 
pital and clinic facilities, linked 
with biological and health-relat- 
ed curricula already in exist- 
ence at the university. The plan 
also streamlined medical edu- 
cation by trimming one to two 
years off the long degree time- 
tabie, and provided for para- 
medical help to small communl- 
ties far away from health cen- 
ters. 


With 1970 Census 


MacVicar disclaims much of 
the credit. 

“The language of the docu- 
ment was mine and the chal- 
lenge was the first thing Presl- 
dent Delyte W. Morris laid on 
me when I came in 1964. But it 
grew out. of discussions with 
many people, particularly Dr. 
Stanley Olson (former Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Medi- 
cine Dean, now dean at Baylor 
University), and members of 
the Higher Board’s committee 
on Education in the Health 
Field.” 

MacVicar said the traditional 
pattern of creating a teaching 
hospital obviously wasn’t the 
answer, because of changes 
wrought by Medicare and Med- 
icade programs. He cautioned 
about getting stuck with the 
new approach, too. “This is one 
of the things that has happened 
in higher education; we've got- 
ten accustomed to doirig certain 
things in certain ways. We need 
to be more flexible than we his- 
torically have been.”

new U. S. center of population. 

The 1970 center of population 
will continue its westward 
march, but its pace is uncertain 
because migration rates won't 
be known until the census is 
complete. In the previous 18 de- 
cades the center moved 701 
miles west and 47 miles south 
of the first center established 
after the 1790 Census near Ches- 
tertown, Md., 23 miles east of 
Baltimore. The average move 
west each decade @hereafter 
was about-39 miles. 

The center of population as 
defined by the Census Bureau 
is that point upon which the 
United States would balance, if 
it were a rigid plane and its in- 
habitants were distributed 
where they live with each in- 
dividual assumed to have equal 
weight. This should not be con- 
fused with the geographical cen- 
ter. The geographical center, 
the point on w 
of the United States would 
ance if it were a plane of uni- 
form weight per unit of area, is 
located in Butte county, S.D. 
(latitude 44 degrees 58" North, 
longitude 103 degrees 46° West). 

On July 1, 1969, Bureau de- 
mographers issued estimates of 
the current population from 
each state. Based on these esti- 
mates, the center of population 
as of July 1, 1969,-would be lo- 
cated in Looking Glass town- 
ship, Clinton county, Illinois, 
abou miles southeast of the 
community of New Memph 
and about 30 miles t sour 
east of St. Louis. This point is 
about 35 miles west 10 
miles south of Centra 
1960 center of population 


If the current estimates hold 7 7

true, it would mean the 
census center of population 
would be somewhere near the 
July 1 computed center in Look- 
ing Glass township 

Estimates of the population 
however are subject to error, so 
firm results from the 1970 count 
must be in before the exact lo- 
cation is announced. 

There have been wide devia- 
tions from the average west- 
ward movement of the center 
during the 18 decades. Between 
1950 and 1960, for example, the 
center took a 57-mile leap. In 
1910-1920, it moved west omly 10 
miles—its shortest move in cen- 

history, Earlier, in  1850- 

. took an 80.6 mile giant 
step, the longest movement 
westward yet registered. 

The 1890 census found the cen- 
ter of population in Indiana 
where it was to remain for six 
decennial censuses. The 1890 
location was near Westport, 20 
miles east of Columbus. A gran- 
ite boulder on the Columbus- 
Versailles highway marks the 
location. 

In 1910, the center reached 
Bloomington, Ind., and by 1920, 
it had shifted the 10 miles noted 
above, to a point on a beech- 
covered hillside near Whitehall 
in the western suburbs of 
Bloomington

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U. S. Tax Law Revises Standard 
Deduction, Creates Low Income 
Allowance and Sets Rate Ceiling 


(Illinois Society of Certified Public Accountants) 


Although the Tax Reform Act 
of 1969 contained no general tax 
rate changes for the ordinary 
income of individuals, every in- 
dividual will be affected by at 
least one of several changes 
which were made in the 
burden. 

Affecting all taxpayers are 
hikes in the personal and de- 
pendency exemptions. Former- 
ly $600 each, they are schedul- 
ed to increase to $625 for 1970; 
$650 for 1971; $700 for 1972; and 
$750 for 1973 and subsequent 
years. 

Another change of large gen- 
eral interest in the new tax 
law is the increase in the per- 
centage of standard deduction. 

Presently 10%, .with a maxi 
mum of $1000, it is scheduled 
to increase to 13% with a max- 
imum of $1500 for 1971; 14% and 
$2000 for 1972; and 15% and 
$2000 for 1973 and subsequent 
years. 

These increases will have 
the effect of reversing a 
trend under which an in- 
creasing number of individ- 
uals were discontinuing the 
standard deduction in favor 
of itemizing deductions. 
Accompanying the increases 

in the percentage standard de- 
duction is a new low income al- 
lowance. The effect of it is to 
provide a tax exemptiondfor low 
income taxpayers which is even 
larger than that afforded by the 
percentage standard deduction. 

After a phasing - in - process, 
the low income allowance will 
be $1000 in 1 and following 
years, so that in 1972 a single 
person will pay no tax on his 
first $1700 of income ($1000 low 
income allowance, plus $700 
personal exemption). 

In 1973 and thereafter, when 
the personal exemption is $750, 
a single person will pay no tax 
on his first $1750 of income. 

For those persons who have 


amounts of earned in- 
there will be a maxi- 
mum’ tax rate on earned in- 
come. The maximum rate is 
60% for 1971, and 50% for 1972 
and subsequent years. 

The maximum rate will ap- 
ply to that top segment of 
earned income which otherwise 
would be taxed at rates rang- 
ing from 50% (60% for 1971) 
up to the maximum individual 
tax rate of 70%. 

It is anticipated that this 
provision will make the 
earning of ordinary income 
more popular and will 
sult in a corresponding, 
crease of interest in 
ferred compensation 
rangements, efforts to 
cure capital gains, and 
shelters generally 
Commencing in 1971, a new 

tax rate schedule will apply 
to single persons. At that time 
there will be four tax tables, 

From the least costly to the 
most costly, these tables will 
be (1) married individuals fil- 
ing joint returns (including 
“surviving spouses"); (2) heads 
of households; (3) unmarried 
individuals (other than surv: 
ing spouses and 
housesolds); and (4) 
individuals ‘filing separate re- 
turns.

this movement, and now a new 
governmental reform movement 
in the cities seeks “‘neighbor- 
hood” units of government to 
be more responsive to the 
needs of minorities and the 
poor. 

Can we continue with small, 
often inefficient and uneconomi- 
cal units of government which 
satisfy some of our values, and 
at the same time meet the hu- 
man needs and desires for es- 
sential services which are con- 
tinually expanding in scope? 

Some political scientists think 
so. Some believe that chaotic 
government by fragment- 
ed units works because im- 
portant government activities 
are not the exclusive province 
of any one segment of govern- 
ment but, instead, of several 
segments working in coordina- 
tion, jointly sharing functions. 


Other political scientists, 
however, see a trend toward 
one comprehensive system 
of power, one all-encom- 
passing government, with 
power increasingly concen- 
trated at the center. 

To prevent this, a dras- 
tic overhaul of the many 
smaller governments may 
be necessary to eliminate 
the ones which are no long- 
er vital and viable, yet re- 
taining others. 

But success in this direction 
will depend upon individuals in 
each unit of government who 
are willing to take responsibil 
ity and to make commitments 
to the success of the shared 
programs in which the units 
with which they identify are in- 
volved. 

It will demand an attachment 
to the kind of popular control 
that small units make possible 
and a belief in one government 
serving all the people. It is not 
a matter of “either-or”;, it is a 
matter of “both-and.'*

RETIREMENT FUND TAX 
RULING MAY BE CHANGED 
To The Editor: 

In recent days, I have had 
several inquiries and have 
heard rumors to the effect that 
Illinois income tax refunds 
would not be paid this year. 

This rumor is, of course, ab- 
solutely false; refunds will be 
paid. In this, the first year of 
operation of the income tax, it 
is true that refund checks may 
not be as timely as one would 
wish, but they will be coming. 

The rumor probably started 
because no provision for refund 
was incorporated into the In- 
come Tax Act during the spring 
session, But Senate Bill 1267, 
allowing for an appropriation of 
$40 million was passed during 
the October session. 

This special appropriation bill 
was necessary, of course, be- 
cause no check can be drawn 
upon the state treasury without 
legislative approval. SB 1267 al- 
lowed for this approval. It was, 
by the way, one of the most 
popular bills to pass the legis- 
lature; the vote was absolutely 
unanimous in both the House 
and the Senate, 

While on the subject of the 
income tax, I frankly believe 
an inequitable ruling has been 
made, or assumed, in the case 
of taxes that may be payable

on certain lump sum severance 
payments or retirement funds. 

As “‘the book” now says, & 
person retiring and withdraw- 
ing his accrued retirement 
funds must pay taxes on the 
total contribution not previous- 
ly taxed, the company’s share. 

Actually, in most cases, the 
bulk of these funds were 
“earned” and deposited before 
the Aug. 1, 1969, inception of 
the Illinois income tax. I be- 
lieve this to be an unfair rul- 
ing, and that these funds should 
be “revalued” as of that date. 

If the courts don’t make 
what I think is a fair ruling 
soon, then the legislature should 
change the wording so that the 
provision, and the intent, is 
clear.

Increase in Adult Jobless Noted 


(Bureau of Labor Statistics) 


Employment weakened in 
February, Unemployment rose 
sharply for the second consec- 
utive month, while non-farm 
employment inched down and 
the manufacturing work - week 
dropped to the lowest level 
since January 1962, 

The overall jobless rate was 
4.2% in February, up from 
3.9%, In January and at its high 
est level since October 1965, The 
month’s rise occurred almost 
entirely among adult, full-time 
workers. 

A slowing of the demand for 
labor became particularly evi- 
dent in manufacturing ‘indus- 
tries; such employment has 
been declining steadily since 
last August, and the jobless rate 
for factory workers has climbed 
sharply. 

Especially affected are work- 
ers in durable goods; their job- 
less rate rose to 4.7% in Feb- 
ryary, nearly double the post- 
Korean war low of 2.5% posted 
in February 1969, Part of last 
month's rise was due to tempo- 
rary shutdowns of a number of 
auto plants. 

There were 3,800,000 jobless, 
up from 3,400,000 in January, 
After seasonal adjustment, un- 
employment was up by 250,000, 
with a third of the rise attribut- 
able to auto industry cutbacks, 

Unemployment rose 150,000 
for adult men and 130,000 for 
adult women. Teenage jobless- 
ness was virtually unchanged. 

The rate for adult men in- 
creased from 2.5% to 2.8% in 
February, the highest level 
since October 1965. All age 
groups were affected, but par- 
ticularly 20-24, which moved up 
from 6.1% to 6.7%. Jobless 
married men rose from 1.8% to 
2.0%. 

For women 20 years of age 
and over, the jobless rate ad- 
vanced from 3.6% to 4.1%; in 
the 20-24 age bracket, the rate 
moved from 6.2% to 7.6%. 

The white jobless rate rose 
from 3.6% to 3.8% and_ the 
Negro rate from 6.3% to 7.0% 
in February. Since last fall, the 
latter rate has remained less 
than double the white rate; 
prior to that time, it was more 
than double. 


About three-fifths of the un- 
employment rise of the past two 
months has taken place among 
workers who had lost their jobs 
rather than among workers 
newly entering the labor force, 
The job-loss pattern was evi- 
dent among blue-collar jobless, 
many of whom were laid off due 
to reduced activity in manufac- 
turing and construction, 

Blue-collar unemployment ad- 
vanced from 4.6% to 5.0% be- 
tween January and February. 
The white-collar rate also edged 
upward, largely among sales 
workers, 

For those covered by state un- 
employment insurance pro- 
grams, the:rate rose from 2.5% 
to 2.7%, its highest point since 
July 1967. The uptrend has con- 
tinued since last May, when it 
was 2.0%. 

Long duration unemployment 
—15 weeks or more—rose slight- 
ly to 465,000 or 0.6% of the 
civilian labor force. 

Since February 1969, when 
unemployment was at a post- 
Korean war law, the total num- 
ber of jobless has risen by 
875,000 — consisting of 550,000 
adult men, 175,000 adult women 
and 150,000 teenagers. 

The labor force remained 
at 82,200,000; it has grown 
by 2,200,000 in the past year, 

Total employment was 78,- 
800,000 in February, down 
slightly from the January 
level ‘but an increase of 
1,300,000 (200,000 adult men, 
800,000 adult women and 
300,000 teenagers) compared 
with a year ago, 

On private non-agricultural 
payrolls, the work-week edged’ 
up 0.1 hour to 37..5 hours, A 
drop in the manufacturing 
work-week was more than off- 
set by gains in the other major 
industry groups. 

Average hourly earnings for 
all production and non-super- 
visory workers rose two cents 
in February to $3.15, up 19 cents 
or 6.4% from a year ago, 

Weekly earnings increased 
$1.06 to $117.18, 

Over the year ending in Jan- 
uary 1970, weekly earnings rose 
5.3% but, after adjustment for 
price changes, declined by 0.8%. 


Parents Liable--Up to $500--for 


Wrongful Act by 


Their Children 


(Tri-City and Illinols Bar Associations) 


Illinois parents have a new 
legal responsibility. 

The common law theory that 
parents are not responsible for 
the wrongful acts or “torts” of 
their minor children now has 
been modified as it applies to 
unmarried children under 19 
years of age. 

A law enacted by the 1969 IIli- 
nois General Assembly and ap- 
proved by Gov. Ogilvie makes 
parents liable for injury to per- 
sons or property caused by the 
wilful or malicious act of an un- 
married minor under 19 years 
of age who resides with the 
parents, 

Damages awarded under the 
act may not exceed $500 and, in 
the case of personal injury, 
damage claims are limited to 
actual medical, dental or hospi- 
tal expenses, 

The new law introduces 
an exception to the theory 
that parents should not be 
Hable for the wrongful act 
of a child if the parent did 
not direct or control that 
act. 

However, the law always 
has — and still does — hold 
parents responsible for the 
act of a child which is com- 


mitted at the parent's dl- 
rection or while the child is 
acting as agent for the par- 
ent. 

Thus, the parent who sends 
his child on an errand in the 
family car may be held liable 
if the child causes an accident 
while en route, 

The $500 limit contained in the 


new “Parental Responsibility 
Law," as it is called, should not 


be construed as providing a 
ceiling for damage claims 
against parents arising out of 
the acts of their children. 

The law itself state: 

Act shall not affect the recov- 
ery of damages in any other 
cause of action where the liabil- 
ity of the parent or legal guard- 
ian is predicated on a common 
Jaw basis.” 

That means, for example, that 
parents still are liable for acts 
of a child committed while act- 
ing as agent for a parent—and 
that damage claims in such 
cases could be substantially 
more than $500. 

Many parents volunteer to pay 
for damages caused by a minor 
child’s act if the child is found

Didn't Approve Claims 

Ebersoldt told the Press- 
Record Friday. that so far as 
payment of extra legal fees to 
Sprague was concerned, he had 
no part in approval of Sprague’s 
claims for the fees 

He referred to a levee board 
meeting which he refused to 
attend last October, walking 
out of the levee board offices 
just before the meeting was duc 
to convene. 

At that time, Ebersoldt said 
he had bolted the scheduled 
meeting session because “the 
way they do things there had 
me so riled up it wouldn't have 
done anybody any good for me 
to sta 

He said Friday, however, that 
the reason he refused to attend 
the session was presentation 
during a caucus discussion of 
claims for Sprague’s legal fees 
which the other board members 
wanted to approve in that meet- 
ing, 

“Those claims had been 
hanging fire for a couple of 
months and I was not in favor 
of them, “Ebersoldt said. 
“When they asked me to sign 
the claims for their approval, I 
got mad and left the meeting.”” 

He said he assumed the 
claims were approved in the 
meeting that day, wihch he did 
not attend, ‘and if the records 
show my approval of them they 
are all wrong.” 

Only Contract Offer 

Ebersoldt has been the only 
Madison county member of the 
levee board since the death last 
year of Joseph Grant of Granite 
City. 

He explained that he “went 
along” with the Eastgate con- 
tract for repair of water com- 
pany tunnels under the East St 
Louis riverfront levees because 
of the emergency nature of the 
repair work and the fact that 
Eastgate’s proposal was the 
only available offer to do the 
work, at that time. 

Immediate repair of the water 
tunnels, which are property of 
the East St. Louis & Interurban 
Water Co., was demanded by 
the U. S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers St. Louis district, which 
is responsible for overseeing the 
upkeep of the vast levee system 
along the riverfront in this 
area. 

The concrete box tunnels were 
known to be in disrepair and 
posed a threat of a levee wash- 
out under the full head of the 
river, according to the engi- 
neers. The levee district is re- 
sponsible for maintenance work 
on the levees. 

Ebersoldt said the levee board 
had been warned by the Army 
Engineers that Feb, 15 was ex- 
pected to be the latest date the 
work could be carried out be- 


cause of the rising stage of’ the 
river. The tunnels could not be 
reached for repair work after 
the river rose to an eight-foot 
stage, he said. 

Satisfactory to Engineers 

“Eastgate offered the con- 
tract which was satisfactory to 
Horner & Shifrin (levee district 
consulting engineers) and to 
the Army Engineers,” Eber- 
soldt explained 

“We had been in dispute with 
the water company over the 
type of fill to be used in pack- 
ing the tunnels and told them 
to send us other contrac- 
tor that could give us an offer. 
They made no response to that 
offer.” 

Ebersoldt pointed out that 
the contract was let to East- 
gate out of the East St. Louis 
levee district office. He recalled 
that when the question arose 
publicly over the fact that East- 
gate had failed to post a per- 
formance bond for the job, he 
went to the site of the tunnel 
repair work and closed down 
the job until he could investi- 
gate. 

“T told the fareman and work: 
men to shut down the job and 
then went to the levee office at 
East St. Louis to find out about 
the performance bond,"” Eber- 
soldt related. 

Let Job Reopen 

“I was assured that a per- 
formance bond would be posted 
the next day. I also was told 
that only one more day of work 
remained to complete the job. 

“Since I was aware of the 
urgency of completing the work 
in the face of a rising river 
stage, I let the job reopen and 
the project was completed the 
following day. 

Ebersoldt also produced a 
letter sent by Max F. Lamm, 
assistant chief engineer of the 
U. S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
to Charles Merritts, operator of 
Eastgate Construction Co., re- 
ferring to a meeting concerning 
a contract for the tunnel repair 
work prior to the time the con- 
tract was let to Eastgate. 

He noted that Lamm said in 
the letter that ‘‘during the 
meeting, all representatives 
agreed that it would have been 
very difficult for a contractor 
to bid on the job of cleaning the 
tunnels due to the many un- 
known conditions in carrying 
out the requirements, and also 
the uncertainty in the maint- 
enance of the river stages low 
enough to enter the tunnels...

150 Grants by SIU to 
Jr. College Graduates | 


The SIU board of trustees 
has voted to increase from 50 
to a total of 150 the number of 
SIU scholarships to be made 
available to deserving gradu 
ates of junior colleges. The ac- 
tion was taken at a meeting 
Friday at SIU-SW. 

SIU President Delyte W. Mor- 
ris said the change was made 
to accommodate the increasing 
number of junior college gradu- 
ates and in recognition of the 
economic need of many stu- 
dents attending junior colleges. 

Fifty of the scholarships were 
assigned for use at the South- 
western campus, where fall en. 
rollment was slightly more th 
one-third of the university total 
of 35,154 

A board member, Dr. Martin 
Van Brown of Carbondale, ques 
tioned the advisibility of in- 
creasing scholarships to junior 
graduates, commenting that 
this program may penalize stu- 
dents who choose to enroll at 
SIU immediately from high 
school and favor those attend- 
ing a junior college for two 
years before enrolling 

added, “We are giving 
more and more scholarships 
and receiving less and less tui- 
tion. I think we will be criticized 
if we do this.”” 

Wide Range in Grants 

Chancellor Robert W. Mac: 
Vicar of the Carbondale cam- 
pus, replying to questions by 
Dr. Brown and other board 
members, said approximately 
16,000 partial and total: scholar- 
ships, ranging from amounts of 
$100 and less to full-paid tui- 
tion, are available to SIU_stu- 
dents.

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Region's Railroads Need Upgrading, Report Shows 


(Sixth of a Series) 


Railroads in Madison county, 
and the St. Louis region as a 
whole, are in a serious situation 
and there is no easy way out, 
according to the Madison coun- 
ty land use and transportation 
plan completed by the South- 
western Illinois Metropolitan 
Commission. 

The rail network will require 
expenditures of — tremendous 
amounts of money, according to 
the report. It is apparent that 
the railroad situation within 
Madison county needs thorough 
study in relation to the entire 
metropolitan area and in rela- 
tion to all of the railroads. 

Madison county, as a part of 
the Illinois metropolitan area, 
is in close proximity to the 
East St. Louis railyards. How- 
ever, the network is slowly be- 
ing strangled by its rail lines, 
and the rail system's total op- 
eration is being severely im- 
paired by its antiquated net- 
work of switching facilities 

The number of trunk line 
railroads serving the region has 
changed several times in the 
last few years due to mergers 
but is now figured at 16. The 
railyards make the region the 

nd largest rail center in 
the nation. 
Rails Serve County 

Rail lines serve most ares 
of Madison county. The ind! 
trial areas in the American 
Bottoms, particularly in the) 
Quad-City and Wood River area, 
have an extensive system of 
lines. 

The at-grade crossings have 
resulted in much congestion, 
concern and controversy in the 
county. The crossings have re 
sulted in frequent stoppage of 
traffic movement for extended 
periods of time.

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Bi-State Gets More 
U.S. Funds for Buses 


The BiState Development 
Agency has been awarded an 
additional $291,703 in federal 
funds to supplement an earlier 
grant for the purchase of 52 
air-conditioned and radios 
equipped buses. 

The amount was withheld by 
the Department of Transporta- 
tion in 1968 when the allocation 
to Bi-State was limited to a 
matching fund basis. The agen- 
cy at that time was told to 
complete all planning require- 
ments under the Urban Mass 
Transit Act of 1964.
